President May Talk With 
Leaders Again

Washington, Ju ne 16 (/P)—A 
deadlock ed tax conference today 
gav e rise to talk on Cap itol Hill 
that President Roosev elt might 
again discu ss the controv ersial 
measu re with conferees in order 
to hasten the adjou rnment gav el. 
Indicativ e of the desire to wind 
u p the 7 4th congress before the 
start of the Democratic National 
conv ention nex t week was the 
action of hou se leaders in k eep ­ 
ing the chamber in session u ntil 
after 10:30 last night, bu t tax es 
remained a stu mbling block . 
Senate-hou se conferees on the 
rev enu e bill y esterday look ed in­ 
to a dozen or more p rop osals de­ 
signed to strik e a middle road 
between hou se p rov isions calling 
for a gradu ated tax u p to 42y 2 
p er cent on u ndistribu ted corp or­ 
ate div idends and the flat 7 p er 
cent in the senate’s bill. 
After a two-hou r session was 
ov er withou t any indication of 
accord there arose the p ossibility 
that Mr. Roosev elt wou ld talk 
again with the conferees. Demo­ 


cratic members discu ssed the 
su bject with the chief ex ecu tiv e 
before he left the cap ital for his 
western trip . 
“We didn’t agree on any ­ 
thing.” said Senator King (D- 
Utah) after he and other senate 
Democratic conferees went ov er 
v ariou s tax p lans to “see where 
the rev enu e wou ld come from.” 
King said he hop ed the con­ 
ferees wou ld agree soon, intim at­ 
ed that some new comp romise 
might be considered today ,, and 
said he thou ght the bill cou ld be 
p u shed throu gh congress this 
week . 
One su bstitu te u nder discu s­ 
sion called for a corp oration in­ 
come tax of 15 to 25 p er cent, 
gradu ated according to p ercent­ 
ages of withheld corp orate div i­ 
dends, after the fashion of the 
hou se measdre. 
There were rep orts that if sen­ 
ate conferees agreed to that 
p rov ision, the hou se might ac­ 
cep t p rov isions for higher in­ 
come su rtax es in the brack ets 
ov er 
$6 ,000. 
Senator 
Cou zens 
(Ramich), howev er has said a 
grou p of senators will filibu ster 
if a measu re carry ing more than 
the flat 7 p er cent reaches the 
floor. ^ 
While tax es remained in dead­ 
lock , conferees on the $2,370,000,- 
000 relief-deficiency bill rep ort­ 
ed “wonderfu l p rogress” and in­ 
dicated final accord wou ld be 
reached today , when many con­ 
trov ersial items were u p for dis­ 
cu ssion. 
Action also was deferred u ntil 
today on the $876 ,000,000 Wagner 
hou sing bill, after brief senate 
floor debate. Senator Wagner 
<D-NY) p redicted p assage of the 
measu re which wou ld p ermit 
federal loans and grants to local 
hou sing agencies for the bu ilding 
of dwellings for the lower in­ 
come grou p s.
